Senator Underwood, of Alabama, leader of the Democratic 
minority in the Senate, opened his speech against the seating of 
Senator Newberry as follows: 
"The case now before the Senate does not present the or­ 
dinary question as to whether a senator has been I airly and hon­ 
estly elected to a seat in this body. As I see this case, and as I 
believe the country will see it, the issue involved here is whether 
or not the Republican party as a party intends to obey the law 
of the land. That is the issue involved here. It is seldom that 
you find a contested case that is so closely connected with party 
organization as this case is.” 
The spectacle of the United States Senator from Alabama, 
or from any other of the Southern states, presuming to hale the 
Republican party to the bar of public opinion upon the charge 
that in federal elections that party does not obey the law of the 
land, to say the least, excites derision. 
There hasn’t been an honest federal election in any Southern 
state since 187°* The law of the land’ obedience to which sud­ 
denly concerns Southern senators, has been openly 
and 
con­ 
temptuously flouted in every federal election in every Southern 
state. There is not the slightest pretense in the South of con­ 
forming to the mandates of the federal Constitution as regards 
the rights of citizens to vote. 
Under the most favorable conditions less than 20 per cent or 
the legal citizenship of the South exercises the right of franchise 
in federal elections. 
In some states the proportion runs as low 
as less than 8 per cent. There is not a Democratic senator from 
any Southern state who was elected in conformity with the 
United States Constitution and the federal election laws 
There was not a Democratic senator who arose to denounce j 
the seating of Senator Newberry who has a right to his own 
seat were his credentials examined and passed upon in accordance 
with the provisions of the United States Constitution. 
If the federal laws were enforced in the South, there would 
be but a mere skeleton of the Democratic party which now exists, 
for five-sixths of its representation in the House of Represents j 
tives would be eliminated.

als meets in solemn conclave and bal­ 
lots in .secret ujpon the papal suc- 
! cessor. All Cardinals, and they alone, 


j have the right to vote. They must 
however, be appointed legitimately, 
have the use of reason and be present 
in person, not through a procurator 
I or by letter. 
The Cardinal Dean, always the bish- 
i op of Ostia, presides over the con­ 
gregations of the Cardinals, during 
the first of which the various consti­ 
tution® which govern the conclave are 
read and the Cardinals take an oath to 
preserve them, in the following days, 
the conclavists, th© confessors 
and 
physicians and servants of 
various 
kinds are examined or appointed by a 
special commission. 
Each Cardinal has a right to take 
I into the conclave a secretary 
and a 
servant, the secretary usually being 
an ecclesiastic. 
In case of illness a 
third conclavist may be allowed with 
agreement of the Genoa congregation. 
All are sworn equally to secrecy and 
also not to hinder the election. 
In the meantime a part 
of 
the 
Vatican Palace is walled off, includ- 
i ing two or three floors, and the space 
divided into apartments, each with 
three or four small rooms* or cells, 
in each which are a crucifix, a bed 
a table and a few chairs. 
Access to 
■ the conlave is free through one door 
only, locked from without 
by 
the 
marshal of the conclave and 
from 
within by the Cardinal 
Camerlengo. 
Four openings are provided for the 
passage of food and other necessities 
guarded from within and 
without. 
All communication with the outside is 
forbidden under pain of loss of office 
and ipso facto excommunication.

Cardinal may leave because of sick­
